NOTED CHICAGO 
ALIENIST DEAD;

Chicago, July 17.—Dr William 
Krohn, noted alienist, whose part in 
a number of widely discussed crimi- 
nal cases in recent years centered na- 
tion interest, died here today. Death 
was the result of pulmonary cancer. 

Dr. Krohn had _ been suffereding 
from what had been thought to be a 
nervous breakdown and physical col 
lapse induced by long hours of work 
during the trial of Harold Croarkin 
last wir.ter.At the time his physicians 
believed tbat if he took an extended 
rest his recovery would result. He

AT CHATEAU-THIERRY y

Another American expeditionary 
force travels to Europe today. 

_An unseen host, recruited from the 
cities, towns and farms of America, 
will span the years, cross the At- 
lantic ocean and engage in one of 
the great battles of world history. 

Being wholly a spiritual force, this 
great army will do in a trice what its 
physical forerunner accomplished only 
after days of severe fighting. 

For it was nine years ago today that 
the beginning of the end of the world 


commander-in-chief of the allied ar- 
mies, delivered the thrust which shat- 
tered the last great German offensive 
and paved the way fore the ultimate 
victory of that mythical incentive, “the 
cause of democracy.”

Planes bombed Sandino’s force of 
450 Saturday while a combined force 
of marines and Nicaraguan constabu- 
lary attacked on the ground. 

Sandino’s losses were estimated at 
150, two-thirds of them from aerial 
bombs. The combined expedition’s 
losses were one marine killed and one 
marine and one native wounded.
